The provisions of KRS 121.190 notwithstanding, a candidate shall not be required
to include a disclaimer on campaign stationery purchased with funds from the
candidate’sfhis} campaign account.

A member of the General Assembly may utilize funds in the member'sfhis}

campaign account to purchase admission tickets for political party functions and
caucus campaign committee functions, to purchase items with a value of no more
thanfretin-exeess-of} one hundred dollars ($100) for donation to a political party or
caucus campaign committee for auctions and fundraisers, and to participate in or
support other events sponsored by a political party or caucus campaign committee.

A member of the General Assembly may make allowable campaign expenditures in

both election years and nonelection years.

For a violation which was not committed knowingly, order the violator to
repay the amount of campaign funds which were expended for other than
allowable campaign expenditures, and if not repaid within thirty (30) days,
may impose a fine of up to one hundred dollars ($100) for each day the
amount is not repaid, up to a maximum fine of one thousand dollars ($1,000);

For a violation which was committed knowingly, in addition to referring the
matter for criminal prosecution, order the violator to repay the amount of
campaign funds which were expended for other than allowable campaign
expenditures, and if not repaid within thirty (30) days, may impose a fine of
up to one hundred dollars ($100) for each day the amount is not repaid, up to a

maximum fine of one thousand dollars ($1,000).
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
